Protect The Children 


An amendment "to the Ch.ldren’s 
Protection Act provides ,for — the 
licensing of all vendors of newspap- 
ers, small wares and of bootblacks. 
iThe amendment, as set forth, states 
| that no municipality shall grant a 
license to any child whose age does 
/not: exceed twelve years, nor to any 
‘female child. The municipality is 
not allowed to grant a license to any 
\child under the apparent age — of 
Mourteen years, unless such — child 
| shall present authority in writing 
from its parent or guardian. 


Metal badges should be issued 
bearing the number of the — license 
issued, and it becomes the duty of 


police officers of the city, or in cases 
vhere a special children’s officer 5 
employed, of that particular officer, 
to see that the news vendors wear 
\their badge upon a conspicuous place 
on their clo hing. ° 

Provision is made whereby justices 
of the peace or magistrates may im- 
pose a fine, not exceeding $5.00; and 


costs, for anyone who violates the 
conditions of the Act. 
This is ‘a piece of much needed 


lepislature, and the effect in Alberta 
should be most marked in the course 
of the next six months. The city of 
Ottawa has a by-law which was _ in- 
troduced in January, 1890. The 
eect of the by-law is most. satis- 
factory according to the Cnief of 
Police in that city. Cleveland, Ohio, 
has licensed its news vendors for the 
last fifteen years, and opinions, 
which were submitted from all over 
the Dominion, brings the unanimous 
(verdict that an Act requiring muni- 
cipalities to pass such a by-law 
would be fur the best interests of 
the children all round, as it) would 
have a tendin-y to prevent truancy, 
and it would require good behavior 
on the part of the news vendors, 
boot blacks, ete., as the fear of hav- 
ing the badge cancelled, as well as 
the fine, would bring them to a high- 
er point than is pos=ible under the 
loose system that: is usually i 
in the cities in the west.

A more recent report, 
however, is not s0 optimistic. It in- 
dicates that beef, at least, is quite 
reduction proof. This is not unnat- 
ural, nor should it cause much sur- 
prise. Beef is not a product of an- 
nual growth like grain or fruit. It 
requires several years to mature. 
Undoubtedly one of the chief causes 
in the persistent rise in the cost of 
beef is the increas ny scarcity. Cen- 
sus figures indicate only too plain'y 
that while the population of the 
country multiplies the supply — of 
cattle diminishes almost as rapidly. 
Meat trusts, cattle rings, and other 
artificial methods of enhancing the 
cost to the consumer, while keeping 
down the producer’s returns, may 
have a considerable hand in the high 
ptives, but their operations cannot 
cloak the decay into which — cattle 
raising seems to be falling. In the 
Canadian West a Cattle Commission 
iv at work investigating how best 
special assistance may be given the 
ranchers holding ranges leased from 
Crown. But whatever may, at 
this late day. be done to restock the 
herds, it is plain that in so far as 
peesent. high prives are due to the 
scarcity of cattle there cannot — be 
material reliel for two or three 
vears. If four or five years hence 
ihe price of beef is to be at — the 
present level, or lowered consider- 
ably, there must be prompt action 
to-day to revive the eattle industry.

Oat and barley straw Is nearly ull used 
for fodder. In Saskatchewan most of 
the oat and some of the barley straw, 
is used as fodder, but wheat straw 
and flax fibre are burnt, except a smali 
portion that is used as litter. It is a 
practice with many farmers who have 
cattle to let the animals feed at the 
straw piles all the winter, the straw 
left over being burnt in the spring. 
In a few cases farmers use straw burn: 
ers. More live stock being kept in 
Alberta the ctraw in this province is 
largely used for fodder and litter; 80 
that less is wasted by burning. Ag in 
Saskatchewan it is a common practice 
to allow cattle the run of the straw 
piles in the winter and burn the sur 
plus in the spring. A correspondent 
reports that straw In his district wag 
either all fed to farmers’ own stock 
or was sold to ranchers, generally at 
$1 per oud. Another correspond ni 
asks, why does not an enterprising con- 
cern start a factory for making curd.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

An electrical engineer in Calgary 
asked for information re. — electric 
lizht company.

H. Leduc, of St. Albert, asked 
that arrears of taxes on lots south 
of town for years 1910 and 1911,,for¢ 
erly used as a Roman Catholic 
church, be cancelled.

The Merchants Bank asked permis- 
sion to side in the sidewalk in front 
of their new bank building while in 
course of construction.

He thought we should 
have an inspector of meat in Red 
Deer. 

W. FE. Lord wrote suggesting the 
purchase of two lots in Woodlea 
Creseent for the purpose of building 
an open air skati-e rink.

And then think 
of the coupics you meet who are us 
sappy in their married Hfe as it is 
possible to be in this world.

But when a business man marries 
he certainly has a nice little problem 
to face. Should he tell office s:crets 
to his wife’ 

“Of course,” some will say; 
man can’t keep a secret. .It is abso- 
lutely impossible! She must talk, and 
if a secret°is entrusted to her she is 
on tenterhooks until she is able to let 
scmeone els» know it. 

“You won't tcll anyone,” she says 
to her most intimate friend. ‘“Pro- 
mise me not to let a soul know ia!”

Are these people right or wrong? 
There are men who say that those 
who talk-thus don’t know what they 
are talking about. Those men are 
few! On the other hand, many mer 
will come forward and say that the 
above statement is strictly true, and 
they will bring ample proof in support 
of it. These statemente only increase 
the difficulty of arriving at a definite 
conclusion. 

Can a woman keep a secret? Ages 
will come and go, and the same ques- 
tion will be asked, and answered in 
the Bamie way; some will say “Yes,” 
others “No.” In the mind of the aver- 
age man {s entrenched the idea that it 
is dangerous to entrust a secret to a 
woman. The talkativeness of a wo- 
man and her determination to have 
the last word are traditional among 
men, and very few of the male sex 
will have the courage to declare that 
they have known women to keep se- 
crets. 

“Women will talk," they say. “You 
can’t stop them. You might as well

Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s Letter to the 
Hochelaga Executive Reveals 
Disinclinatton to Commit Party 
on Question of Naval Aid. 


Liberal Naval Attitude. 


The prospect of serious opposition 


to a Canadian contribution toward 
the naval detence of the Empire is 
growing daily more remote. There 


are evidences that wiser and more 
patriotic counsel within the Liberal 
party is prevailing and will prevail. 
Not the least of these evidences is 
found in the refusal of the Liberal 
leaders to authorize a contest in the 
viding of Hochelaga in the bye-elec- 
tion made necessary by the entry of 
Hon. Louis Coderre into the Dom- 
inion Government. The opposition 
leader has sent a letter to the Lib- 
eral executive in the riding advising 
that the re-election of Hon. Louis 
Coderre be not contested by a Liber- 
al candidate. The general knowledge 
that some form of immediate aid 
from Canada is likely to be proposed 
to parliament, has been common 
property since the resignation of 
Hon. F. D. Monk. Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier has shared that general know- 
ledze, and in the light of it he wrote 
to the Liberal executive of Hochelega 
as follows: 


THE LAURIER LETTER. 


“Before his departure for London 
and since his return to Canada, the 
prime minister has declared that, 
after consultation with! the admir- 
alty, he’ would make known his naval 
policy to the people of Canada. We 
do not know as yet in what this 
policy consists, and notwithsta wing 
the resignation of one of his col- 
leagues we do not know more than 
imperfectly the real causes of this 
disagreement. The session will open 
in a few days and the government 
will then have to acquaint us with 


the nezotiatiotions that have been 
had with the imperial authorities, 
the programme agreed upon, and 


the divergence of opinion  Letween 
the minister who has resigned and 
his eoll-agues. [ reeognize the desire 
of the Liberals of Hochelaga to op- 
the candidature of the new 
ninister and to show once more their 
allegiance to the Liberal cause. Our 
naval policy is known. It has not 
changed since March 29th, 1900, but 
would it be opportune to take up the 
tight before knowing what is the new 
policy of the government? T have 
said many times since the last con- 
ference at London that I would await 
the explanatiors of the government 
before discussing the naval policy.

these hundred years. Pictures and 
illusrations are practically absent; 
one cut of wu house, repeated ad fnfini 
tum. doves duty for the ‘for sale” and 
“to let" advertisements, The ships 
fare a ‘ittle better, there being three 
different cuts of them. There wore 
no advertising specialists in those 
days, 60 there {Is little evidence of any 
attempt heft. made to catch the eye

amount of local news. There is no 80- 
clety column, no sporting page, no de- 
partment of music and the drama, al- 
though there are a few advertisements 
of musical and dramatic performances. 
Horse racing is the only local sport 
that there is any record of but there 
is an account of a foot race in England 
that was to have lasted twenty-four 
hours. The stakes amounted to 600 
guineas, certainly a prize worth the 
effort. Instead of editorials there are 
usually clippings from English or 
Unied States papers. Parilamentary 
proceedings are recorded, bits of news 
are collected from various parts of 
world, poetic effusions are frequent, 
and occasionally a short story appears. 
No doubt the people of those day; 
found The Quebec Mercury a very {1. 
teresting paper, notwithstanding it~ 
shortcomings. 

There was one very special reaso., 
for interest: those were the days 
When Napoleon had all Europe in i 
ferment. 

It is amusing in these days of large 
and fast steamships to read the ad- 
vertisements of sailing vessels claim- 
ing speed and accommodation for 
twenty-five cabin passengers. Where 
modern steamers take days for a voy- 
‘age those boats took weeks. It was 
not till the following year that steam 
Was first used as motive power for 
boats. As those slow ships were the 
only means of conveying news across 
the ocean, news of the stirring even!s 
in Europe was always six gr more 
weeks old, yet none the less Interest 
ing on that account. The paper re- 
cords events in the struggle between 
Russia and Sweden and the more Im- 
portant strife of Spain against Napo- 
leon, which took active form in this 
year. Turkey also comes tn for oc 
casional notice. and her approaching 
doom is pronounced by various pro. 
phets. The contemporary point of 
view 's the chief interest in these 
events which have become matters 
of past history. 

In connection with Spain's war 
against Napoleon there ‘s an appea’ 
to her Cubin colony for financial as- 
sistance, the plea of patriotism being 
very strong. In such a patriotic strug 
gle the appeal was justifiable. One 
writer speaks of the crown of Spain 
as the wealthiest in Europe, and that 
Was 4 strong reason for Napoleon's 
desire to possess it. Another writer 
speaks of bis wish to overturn evcry 
dynasty that had a name older than 
his own, a motive that has probably 
escaped most historians. 

A contemporary event of some im- 
portance wes the arrfwal of the Fren h 
king, Louis XVIII. in England and hi 
accommodation on one of the estat: 
of the Marquis of Buckingham. Si) 
Arthur Wellesley, afterwards th 
Duke of Wellington, begins his glor 
ious continental career by joining 
forces with Spain, and his first vic 
tories are recorded. 

While everyone appeared to be op 
posed to the French in general. there 
is one Frenchman who gets credit for 
his compilation of a Chinese diction 
ary, the first to be published in 
Europe. Evidently the general excite. 
ment did not disturb bim in his work 
as a scholar. ! 


archbishop McNiel, the new arcn 
bishop of Toronto, was born in Cape 
Breton on the 28rd of November. 
1861. He was ordained priest on the 
12th of April, 1879, and was conse- 
crated Bishop on the 20th of October. 
1896, at Antigonish, but for the Dito 
cese of St. George's, Newfoundland. 
He was nominated Archbishop of Van- 
couver on the 14th of February, 1910. 
His education was received at the 
College of the Propaganda in Rome, 
where he took his doctorate. When 
he returned to Nova Scotia he was 
made professor and afterwards rector 
of the Novitiate of the College of An- 
tignoish, where he did splendid work 
in education, until he was taken away 
to be made Bishop of Newfoundland. 
The Apostolic Prefecturate to which 
he was appointed in the Dlocese of 
St. George's is one of the pooreet and 
least organized of the eastern dio- 
seses, and where he a.d wonderful 
work with the means at hand, so when 
the diocese was changed from Vic 
toria to Vancouver, and a new Arch- 
bishop was looked for, the Holy See, 
looking about for a man outside of 
the holy orders of the Oblates, who 
had contro] of that coun‘ry, selected 
Bishop McNeill. His appointment to 
‘he archiepiscopal see of Toronto was 
therefore merely a transfer of diocese.

»!Committee Which Has Been In- 


porteatine in England For Sev- 
eral Years Makes Result Public. 


in Divorce Courts 


London, Nov. 11.—The committee 
on divorce which has been investi- 
grating this eubject for several years 
has made public the result of its 
enquiry. The majority report rec- 
omme-ds that the two sexes be plac- 
ed on an equality before the law 
with regard to grounds for divorce, 
which shall be adultery, desertion 
for three years, incurable insanity, 
after five years confinement and 
habitual drunkenness found to be 
incurable after three years. 

From the issuance of thee first 
separation order it recommends that 
all divorcee cases shall be heard by 
a judge alone, who is empowered to 
close the court during the hearings 
and prohibit the publication of the 
details. 

The majority reports also recom- 
mends that no report on matrimon- 
ial cases shall be allowed until they 
are furnished and that the publica- 
tion of the portraits of the parties 
thereto shall be prohibited. 

The report states that the evidence 
taken during the investigations 
showed that the proposed extension 
of the grounds for divorcee, far from 
tending to lower the standard — of 
morality, had a contrary effect and 
that the present stringent restric- 
tions and costliness of’ divorces are 


productive of immorality and illicit 
relations, particularly among the 
poorer classes. 

This report is signed by nine 


commissioners. 

Tho minority report, 
ed by the Archbishop of York and 
two other commissioners, opposes 
the extension of the causes for div- 
orce on the ground that this is des- 
tructive to the sanctity of marriage 
ties and family life, and contrary to 
the principles of Christian faith in 
its relations to marriage.

edmonton, Alta., Nov. 16.—Two 
hundred and twenty-seven local im- 
provement districts, comprising the 
settled areas of the province of | 
Alberta, wound up their affairs on 
November 15, when the rural muni- 
eipality act, passed by the last leg 
islature, became operative. The 
change involves a complete revision 
of the nap of Alberta in the gov- 
ernment of the farming communities. 
Fifty-six rural municipalities have 
been entrusted with wide powers of 
self-government. In addition there 
will Le 110 districts with the limit- ; 
ed powers previqusly granted or 
{ 


small communities. Nominations for 
councillors of the rural municipali- 
ties will be made on December 2, 
the elections taking place a week 
later. Nominations and elections 
will take place in January in the 
district. where the residents have not 
taken advantage of the act. 
Meanwhile the department of munir | 
cipal affairs for Alberta, headed by | 
Hon. Charles Stewart, minister, and | 
John Perrie, deputy minister will 
have charge of affairs. The depart- 
ment has two auditors at work | 
supervising the work of winding up 
the affairs of the local improvement 
districts.’
